About AK Press 

AK Press is a worker-run collective that publishes and 
distributes radical books, visual and audio media, and other 
mind-altering material. Were small; a dozen people who work 
long hours for short money because we believe in what we do. 
We’re anarchists, which is reflected both in the books we provide 
and in the way we organize our business. Decisions at AK Press 
are made collectively, from what we publish, to what we distribute 
and how we structure our labor. All the work, from sweeping 
floors to answering phones, is shared. When the telemarketers 
call and ask “who’s in charge?” the answer is: everyone. 

Our goal isn’t profit (although we do have to pay the rent). Our 
goal is supplying radical words and images to as many people as 
possible. The books and other media we distribute are published 
by independent presses, not the corporate giants. We make them 
widely available to help you make positive (or, hell, revolutionary) 
changes in the world. As you probably know, the stuff we carry 
is less and less available from the corporate publishers and their 
chain. 

The items in this catalog are available to bookstores, infoshops, 
rogue tablers, and individuals. While we try to keep all the items 
listed in stock, occasionally things go in and out of print or 
are temporarily unavailable—we apologize in advance for any 
inconvenience. All prices were correct when we went to print, 
but are subject to change.

What Do You Mean By Anarchism?" 

“Like all really good ideas.” writes Clifford Harper, “Anarchy 
is pretty simple when you get down to it—human beings are at 
their best when they are living free of authority deciding things 
among themselves rather than being ordered about.” Anarchism 
means abolishing the state and all coercive social relations. It 
means a society in which individuals create and control their 
own collective organizations to meet their social and economic 
needs. These organizations would federate and democratically 
coordinate (rather than compete) among themselves without 
any government oversight. Some say that this is impossible, that 
without governmental authority we’d descend into violence, 
lawlessness, and corruption. But, look around; isn’t that pretty much 
what we have now? Government is a centralized force that imposes 
rules from above, suppressing individual initiative in the interests 
of a small minority Capitalism is an economic system based on 
exploitation, private ownership (theft) of society’s resources, and 
a logic of ruthless competition. Rather than accept these human 


constructions as “natural,” AK Press draws on a rich history of 
folks from all over the planet and from all walks of life who have 
imagined, fought for, and actually achieved something better. 

No government, “revolutionary” or otherwise, has ever 
liberated its citizens from gender, racial, or class oppression. No 
government has ever developed a model for an environmentally 
sustainable society With a record like that, it’s strange that anyone 
still backs that particular horse. Back in the day, as socialist ideas 
were developing and confronting the emerging capitalist system, 
revolutionaries claimed that “the emancipation of the working 
class is the task of the workers themselves.” Anarchists still 
make that claim. We don’t advocate “no control,” but insist on 
asking “control by whom?” We work to destroy arbitrary power 
(political, economic, and social), to take decision-making power 
away from “officials,” while developing our ability to fill that void 
and provide for ourselves. “People’s governments” invariably 
become calcified and abandon the struggle for human freedom. 

This is why we identify with the liberatory strains within 
the history of socialism—the unbroken thread of impassioned 
resistance against both the terrors of capitalism and the tyranny 
of government. 

Anarchism doesn’t tell people what to do. It tells them that 
they have the ability to make decisions about the issues that 
affect them. Anarchism, and the anarchist movement, is about 
emancipation, empowerment, and agency. Ask yourself this: 
what would your ideal transportation system, agricultural system, 
neighborhood, school, or workplace look like? Now ask yourself 
how much influence you and the people around you have over 
these issues? Can we afford to leave these decisions to the same 
people who have been screwing up our lives thus far? 

Fvolutionary biologist Stephen Jay Gould once wrote. “I 
am somehow less interested in the weight and convolutions of 
Finstein’s brain than in the near certainty that people of equal 
talent have lived and died in cotton fields and sweatshops.” The 
repressive hierarchies of capitalism and the state create human 
beings who are mere shells of what we could be, stunting us 
mentally, physically, and emotionally. Adding insult to injury 
we’re then taught to blame ourselves for this situation, instead of 
looking for the institutional roots of our problems. 

Because destroying one form of oppression only leaves the 
others to fester, anarchism tries to focus on all unequal power 
relations simultaneously Capitalism and the state didn’t 
invent racism, patriarchy, or gender oppression, but they use a 
variety of divisive tactics to bolster our dependence on them. 
Understanding how oppressions are interlinked is an important 
step in overcoming them, as well as a way to practice freedom 
here and now. rather than relegating it to some distant future. 

For us, anarchism is a practical framework for working out 
these issues. It’s a revolutionary analysis that helps us understand 
the roots of domination, both as individuals and as members of 
exploited social groups. It offers a useful and instructive history 
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of theoretical and practical experimentation by people who have 
worked to expand the definition of freedom itself by fighting 
those who violently constrain and deny it. 

What is a collective? 

A collective is a group of individuals who work together on a 
common project without relyingon internal hierarchies. Collectives 
can be large or small. They might exist temporarily or over long 
periods, and membership in them is voluntary Any group— 
whether it’s a social club, NGO, or political organization—that 
has a board of directors, boss, manager, guru, or president is not a 
collective. In our current society, most formal organizations use a 
system of ranking that concentrates decision-making power in the 
hands of a minority that then uses this power to serve their own 
interests. This is exactly what collectives are designed to prevent. 

In collectives, leadership happens naturally and fluidly. All skills 
and knowledge are shared, not hoarded by an elite. This means 
that duties and responsibilities can be rotated among a collective’s 
members and that they can be revoked if anyone starts abusing 
their power. This horizontal structure is a dynamic and vital way 
to constantly increase worker-empowerment. 

The AK Press collective functions with a high level of 
organization and accountability. We work a minimum of forty 
hours per week, plus additional nights and weekends. We have 
regularly scheduled meetings to share information about the 
different aspects of our business so we can make collective 
decisions on a wide range of issues; the items we publish and 
distribute, our overall financial health, our political direction, 
the events we host and attend, the mutual aid we offer to other 
groups, and whatever else comes across our desks. However, 
we’re not a singularly focused or homogenous group. Right now, 
we re very different individuals working together on a common 
project. That project thrives as much on our differences as on 
our similarities, as well as on the spirit of constant reflection and 
engagement with which we face each new challenge. 

Isn't an anarchist business an oxymoron? 

There’s definitely something strange and contradictory about 
the concept of an anarchist business. AK Press works hard to 
destroy and move beyond capitalism, toward a non-exploitative, 
sustainable, and just economy. However, like it or not, capitalism 
is the only game in town at the moment. The paper that books 
are printed on, the building we work in, the packages we send and 
receive, the computers we use—all are the result of the exploited 
labor of the working class. Until we take power away from private 
economic tyrannies like corporations and investment groups, 
until we’re in control of our creative energies, almost every good or 
service we use or provide is administered by capitalism. AK Press 
doesn’t exist to enrich its members at the expense of consumers. 
'We’re here to provide much needed tools for intellectual self¬ 


defense. When we call ourselves an “anarchist business” it’s with 
the full knowledge that the economy is not in our hands. Yet. 

So what makes AK Press anarchist? 

We operate without a corporate structure. No boss, no 
managers, no bullshit. We’ve replaced hierarchy with cooperation, 
accountability, and responsibility of our individual members. New 
ideas aren’t generated by specialists in air-conditioned offices, but 
in open meetings—where ideas are discussed freely and a course 
of action is decided democratically by everyone directly affected 
by the decision. How many sick days can we take? Should we carry 
the new South End Press book? What out-of-print anarchist 
classic should we make available again? Who will table at the 
New Orleans Bookfair? How can we increase the diversity of our 
collective and publishing list? We answer questions like this every 
day—dozens a week, hundreds a month. Sound tedious? Sound 
empowering? Sound exciting? It’s all that...and more. It’s our way 
of developing the skills necessary to administer our own work 
lives. It’s our way of creating the better world we carry in our 
hearts, and trying to live it in some small way while carrying on 
the legacy of those revolutionaries who came before us. Yes, we 
are continually battling the constraints of a market economy but 
we re also learning the pathway to autonomy, while challenging 
some of the most basic structures of capitalism. Freedom is a 
constant struggle. 

While each of us has our own definition of anarchism, they 
overlap in enough ways to maintain our common project. At 
the same time, we understand that the anarchist movement is 
made up of many historical and contemporary strands, whether 
they call themselves “anarchist,” or “socialist,” or refuse labels 
altogether. We don’t have a problem spreading the ideas of people 
with whom we don’t always see eye-to-eye. No idea is so infallible 
that it can’t be examined, questioned, and debated. Humans have 
self-organized since the dawn of recorded time, in varying ways, 
with varied results. We strive to abolish the systems that control 
and separate us, and try to draw important lessons from these 
struggles so that we can all move forward together. 

A key component of our struggle is the sharing of knowledge, 
history, and information. Through our publishing anddistribution 
efforts, we see ourselves as part of a long tradition of getting the 
word out by any means necessary In many historical periods, 
books, pamphlets, and other forms of written communication 
were clandestine, relying on networks of individuals keeping 
revolutionary ideas alive with secret printing presses, tattered 
facsimiles, and underground distribution systems. Our mission 
is to keep circulating these important texts, while producing 
new analyses and documenting the history of our struggle as it 
unfolds. We’re proud to call ourselves propagandists and hope 
that the materials we provide both agitate and provoke.

AK Press es un colectivo de trabajadores que publica y distribuye 
libros y medios audiovisuales libertarios, y otros materiales 
alteradores de la conciencia. Somos un pequeno grupo: una docena 
de personas que trabajan muchas boras por poco dinero, porque 
creemos en lo que hacemos. Somos anarquistas. lo que se refleja 
tanto en los libros que tenemos disponibles como en el modo en 
que organizamos nuestro trabajo.

que se refieren con Anarquismo"? 

“Como todas las buenas ideas”, escribe Clifford Harper, “la 
Anarquia es bastante simple cuando intentas entenderla - lo mejor 
de los seres humanos surge cuando viven libres de la autoridad, 
decidiendo las cosas entre ellos en vez de recibir ordenes.” El 
anarquismo implica la abolicion del Estado y de todas las relaciones 
sociales coercitivas. Implica una sociedad en la que los individuos 
crean y controlan sus propias organizaciones colectivas para suplir sus 
necesidades economicas y sociales. Estas organizaciones se federan'an 
y coordinarian democraticamente (en vez de competir) entre ellas 
sin ningiin tipo de supervision gubernamental. Algunos dicen que 
esto es imposible, que sin autoridad de gobierno todo terminaria en 
violencia, corrupcion e ingobernabilidad. Pero, mira a tu alrededor: 
^no es acaso eso mismo lo que tenemos hoy? El gobierno es una fuerza 
centralizada que impone reglas desde arriba, suprimiendo la iniciativa 
individual en beneficio de una pequena minoria. El capitalismo es un 
sistema economico basado en la explotacion, la propiedad privada 
(robo) de los recursos de la sociedad, y una logica de competencia 
despiadada. En vez de aceptar estas construcciones como “naturales”, 
AK Press se inspira en una rica historia de gentes que, viniendo de 


todos los rincones del planeta y de todos los oficios, ban imaginado y 
peleado por algo mejor, y que de hecho lo ban logrado. 

Ningiin gobierno, “revolucionario” o no, ha liberado alguna vez a 
sus ciudadanos de laopresion de genero, razao clase. Ningiin gobierno 
ha desarrollado alguna vez un modelo de sociedad ambientalmente 
sustentable. Con esos antecedentes, es extrano que alguien todavia 
apueste por este caballo. En esos dias en que las ideas socialistas se 
desarrollaban y confrontaban el incipiente sistema capitalista, los 
revolucionarios afirmaron que “la emancipacion de la clase obrera 
debe ser obra de los obreros mismos.” Eos anarquistas todavia 
afirmamos lo mismo. No abogamos por el “no control”, sino que 
insistimos en preguntarnos “.jquien tiene el control?” Trabajamos 
para destruir el poder arbitrario (politico, economico y social), para 
quitarles a los “funcionarios” el poder de tomar decisiones, al mismo 
tiempo que desarrollamos nuestra capacidad para llenar ese vacio y 
abastecernos. Eos “gobiernos populares” se calcifican invariablemente 
y abandonan la lucha por la libertad humana. Este es el motivo por 
el que nos identificamos con las tendencias libertarias de la historia 
del socialismo—esa ininterrumpida linea de resistencia apasionada 
contra los terrores del capitalismo y la tirania del gobierno. 

El anarquismo no le dice a la gente lo que tiene que hacer. Ee dice 
que tiene la capacidad de tomar decisiones sobre los asuntos que le 
conciernen. El anarquismo, y el movimiento anarquista, se tratan de 
la emancipacion, el empoderamiento y la capacidad de actuar. Hazte 
la siguiente pregunta: ^jcomo seria tu sistema ideal de transporte 
o de agricultura, tu barrio, escuela o lugar de trabajo ideal? Ahora 
preguntate .jcuanta influencia tienes tii y la gente a tu alrededor 
sobre estos temas? ^Podemos darnos el lujo de dejar estas decisiones 
a aquellos que ban estado jodiendo nuestras vidas hasta ahora? 

El biologo evolucionista Stephen Jay Gould escribio una vez, “de 
algunamanera, estoy menos interesadoenelpesoylascircunvoluciones 
del cerebro de Einstein que en la casi certeza de que personas con el 
mismo talento ban vivido y muerto en campos de algodon y talleres 
de explotacion.” Eas jerarquias represivas del capitalismo y el Estado 
crean seres humanos que son meras cascaras de lo que podn'amos ser, 
aturdiendonos mental, fisica y emocionalmente. Para colmo, se nos 
ensena luego que debemos culparnos por esta situacion, en vez de 
mirar hacia las raices institucionales de nuestros problemas. 

Destruir solamente una forma de opresion solo causa que las otras 
se intensifiquen, y por eso el anarquismo intenta enfocarse en todas 
las relaciones de poder desiguales al mismo tiempo. El capitalismo y 
el Estado no inventaron el racismo, el patriarcado o la opresion de 
genero, pero usan una variedad de tacticas divisivas para reforzar 
nuestra dependencia de ellos. Comprender como estan vinculadas 
las opresiones es un paso importante para su superacion, asi como 
una forma de practicar la libertad aqui y ahora, en vez de relegarla a 
algun futuro distante. 

Para nosotros el anarquismo es un esquema practico para trabajar 
estos asuntos. Es un analisis revolucionario que nos ayuda a entender 
las raices de la dominacion, como individuos y como miembros de 
grupos sociales explotados. Nos ofrece una util e instructiva historia 
de experimentacion teorica y practica llevada a cabo por gente que ha 
trabajado para expandir la definicion misma de la libertad. luchando 
contra aquellos que la constrinen y niegan violentamente. 
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^Que es un colectivo? 

Un colectivo es un grupo de individuos que trabajan juntos en un 
proyecto comun sin apoyarse en jerarquias internas. Los colectivos 
pueden sergrandes o pequenos. Pueden existir temporalmente o por 
largos periodos, y la participacion en ellos es voluntaria. Cualquier 
grupo ' ya sea un club social, una ONG o una organizacion politica - 
que tenga un directorio, un jefe, un gerente, un guru o un presidente, 
no es un colectivo. En nuestra sociedad actual, la mayon'a de las 
organizaciones formales utilizan un sistema de rangos que concentra 
el poder de decision en las manos de una minoria que luego usa 
este poder para servir a sus propios intereses. Los colectivos estan 
disenados para prevenir justamente esto. 

En los colectivos, el liderazgo es algo que ocurre de manera natural 
y fluida. Todas las habilidades y conocimientos son compartidos, 
no acumulados por una elite. Esto significa que las tareas y las 
responsabilidades pueden rotar entre los miembros del colectivo 
y que estas pueden ser revocadas si alguien empieza a abusar de su 
poder. Esta estructura horizontal es una forma dinamica y vital para 
aumentar constantemente el empoderamiento laboral. 

El colectivo AK Press funciona con un alto nivel de organizacion 
y responsabilidad. Trabajamos un minimo de 40 boras a la semana, 
ademas de algunas noches y fines de semana. Tenemos reuniones 
regulares para compartir informacion acerca de los diferentes 
aspectos de nuestro negocio con el fin de poder tomar decisiones 
colectivas sobre un amplio rango de asuntos: los titulos que 
publicamos y distribuimos, nuestra salud financiera general, nuestra 
direccion politica, los eventos que organizamos y a los que asistimos, 
el apoyo mutuo que ofrecemos a otros grupos, y cualquier otro 
tema que se ponga sobre nuestra mesa. Sin embargo, no somos un 
grupo homogeneo o con un enfoque unico. En este momento somos 
doce individuos bastante diferentes que trabajamos en un proyecto 
comun. Ese proyecto prospera gracias a nuestras diferencias tanto 
como a nuestras similitudes, asi como gracias al espiritu de reflexion y 
compromiso constante con el que enfrentamos cada nuevo desafio. 

^No es un oximoron hablar de negocio anarquista? 

Hay algo definitivamente extrano y contradictorio en el concepto de 
negocio anarquista. AK Press trabaja duro para destruir el capitalismo 
e ir mas alia, hacia una economia justa, sustentable y no explotadora. 
Sin embargo, lo queramos o no, el capitalismo es el unico juego en curso 
por el momento. El papel en el que se imprimen los libros, el edificio 
en el que trabajamos, los paquetes que enviamos y recibimos, los 
computadores que usamos - todo es resultado del trabajo explotado de 
la clase obrera. Hasta que le quitemos el poder a las tiranias economicas 
privadas como las corporaciones y los grupos de inversion, hasta que 
tengamos el control de nuestras energias creativas, la mayoria de los 
bienes y servicios que usemos o prestemos seran administrados por el 
capitalismo. AK Press no existe para enriquecer a sus miembros a costa 
de los consumidores. Estamos aqui para entregar algunas herramientas 
para la auto-defensa intelectual, que hacen mucha falta. Cuando 
decimos que somos un “negocio anarquista”, lo hacemos con plena 
conciencia de que la economia no esta en nuestras manos. Tbdavia. 


Entonces, ^que es lo que hace que AK Press sea anarquista? 

Funcionamos sin una estructura corporativa. No hay jefes, no 
hay gerentes, no hay esas mierdas. Hemos reemplazado la jerarquia 
con la cooperacion, el compromiso de responder ante los demas y 
la responsabilidad de nuestros miembros. Eas nuevas ideas no son 
generadas por especialistas en oficinas con aire acondicionado, sino 
en reuniones abiertas - en las que las ideas son discutidas libremente 
yen las que todos los implicados directamente en la decision definen 
un plan de accion de manera democratica. ^jCuantos dias de licencia 
medica nos podemos tomar? ^Deberiamos distribuir ese nuevo libro 
de South End Press? ^jCual clasico anarquista deberiamos volver 
a imprimir? ^Quien pondra la mesa de distribucion en la feria del 
libro de Nueva Orleans? <;C6mo podemos aumentar la diversidad 
de nuestro colectivo y de nuestras publicaciones?

Si, estamos luchando 
constantemente contra las limitaciones de la economia de mercado, 
pero tambien estamos descubriendo el camino hacia la autonomia, 
a la vez que desafiamos algunas de las estructuras mas basicas del 
capitalismo.

Aunque cada uno de nosotros tiene su propia definicion del 
anarquismo, se superponen en suficientes puntos como para hacer 
que el nuestro siga siendo un proyecto comiin. Al mismo tiempo, 
comprendemos que el movimiento anarquista esta hecho de muchas 
corrientes historicas y contemporaneas, ya sea que se hagan llamar 
“anarquistas” o “socialistas”, o se rehiisen a las etiquetas. No tenemos 
problemas con difundir las ideas de personas con las que no estamos 
siempre de acuerdo. Ninguna idea es tan infalible que no puede 
ser examinada, cuestionada y debatida. Eos humanos se ban auto- 
organizado desde el inicio de los tiempos, de diversas maneras, 
con variados resultados. Euchamos por abolir los sistemas que nos 
controlan y separan, e intentamos sacar importantes lecciones de 
estas luchas de modo que podamos avanzar todos juntos. 

Un componente clave de nuestra lucha esta en compartir el 
conocimiento, la historia y la informacion. Mediante nuestros 
esfuerzos de publicacion y distribucion, nos sentimos parte de 
una larga tradicion de difusion de la idea por los medios que sean 
necesarios. En muchos periodos historicos, los libros, panfletos y 
otras formas de comunicacion escrita fueron clandestinos, lo que 
hacia necesaria la existencia de redes de individuos que mantuvieran 
con vida las ideas revolucionarias con imprentas secretas, facsimiles 
andrajosos y sistemas de distribucion subterranea. Nuestra mision es 
hacer que estos textos sigan circulando, produciendo a la vez nuevos 
analisis, y documentando la historia de nuestra lucha a medida que 
se despliega. Nos enorgullece hacernos llamar propagandistas y 
esperamos que estos materiales agiten y provoquen.

Colin Ward, who died in February 2010 at the age 
of 8 s, was Britain’s most persistent and articulate 
defender of the libertarian Lefi in the second half 
of the twentieth century. For over six decades, this 
gentle anarchist bucked conventional wisdom by 
arguing that those who wish to see the emergence 
of a more compassionate, humane society need to 
think beyond the dogma of centralised state planning 
and the free’ market. As a man of the Left, Ward 
insisted progressives and radicals should not cede to 
conservatism the ideas of‘selfreliance’ and ‘autonomy’, 
‘mutual aid’ or ‘enterprise’. As an environmentalist. 
Ward recommended that we should put aside the ‘cult 
of wild nature’ to develop an environmentalism that 
values working landscapes and the built environment. 
As a writer, journalist and social critic he counselled 
against being enthralled to experts and maintained that 
we can learn much from the day-to-day creativity of 
ordinary people. 

Drawing inspiration from a neglected tradition of 
libertarian, decentralist, regionalist and anarchist 
thinkers (from Peter Kropotkin and Lewis Mumford, 
to Ehenezer Howard and Martin Buber, Patrick 
Geddes and Paul Goodman), the starting premise 
of Ward’s writings is that we are first and foremost 
creative and resourceful beings and that given the right 
circumstances we are fully capable of organising our 
own affairs in humane, co-operative ways. 

AUTONOMY, SOLIDARITY, POSSIBILITY 
provides a wide ranging overview of Colin Ward’s six 
decades of writings. For the first time in one volume, 
it brings together a selection of Ward’s journalism, 
seminal essays, extracts from his most important books

ADVENTURE PLAYGROUND: 

A PARABLE OF ANARCHY (1961) 

WHEN we call ourselves Anarchists, that 
is, people who advocate the principle of 
autonomy as opposed to authority in every field 
of personal and social life, we are constantly 
reminded of the apparent failure of anarchism 
to exercise any perceptible influence on the 
course of political events, and as a result we 
tend to overlook the unconscious adoption of 
anarchist ideas in a variety of other spheres of 
life. Some of these minor anarchies of everyday 
life provide analogies, some provide examples, 
and some, when you describe their operation, 
sound like veritable parables of anarchy 

All the problems of social life present a 
choice between libertarian and authoritarian 
solutions, and the ultimate claim we may 
make for the libertarian approach is that it is 
more efficient- -it fulfils its function better. 
The adventure playground is an arresting 
example of this living anarchy, one which is 
valuable both in itself and as an experimental 
verification of a whole social approach. The 
need to provide children’s playgrounds as such 
is a result of high-density urban living and fast- 
moving traffic. The authoritarian solution to 
this need is to provide an area of tarmac and 
some pieces of expensive ironmongery in the 
form of swings, see-saws and roundabouts, 
which provide a certain amount of fun (though 
because of their inflexibility children soon tire 
of them), but which call for no imaginative 
or constructive effort on the child’s part and 
cannot be incorporated in any self-chosen 
activity. Swings and roundabouts can only be 
used in one way, they cater for no fantasies, 
for no developing skills, for no emulation 
of adult activities, they call for no mental 
effort and very little physical effort, and we 
are giving way to simpler and freer apparatus 
like climbing frames, log piles, ‘jungle gyms’, 
commando nets, or to play sculptures- -abstract 
shapes to clamber through and over, or large 
constructions in the form of boats, traction 
engines, lorries or trains. But even these 
provide for a limited age-group and a limited 
range of activities, and it is not surprising that 
children find more continual interest in the 
street, the derelict building, the bombed site or 
the scrap heap. 

For older boys, team-games are the officially 
approved activity, and as Patrick Geddes wrote 
before the first world war, “they are at most 
granted a cricket pitch, or lent a space between 
football goals, but otherwise are jealously 


watched, as potential savages, who on the least 
symptom of their natural activities of wigwam¬ 
building, cave-digging, stream-damming, and 
so on must be instantly chivvied away, and are 
lucky if not handed over to the police.” 

That there should be anything novel in 
simply providing facilities for the spontaneous, 
unorganised activities of childhood is an 
indication of how deeply rooted in our social 
behaviour is the urge to control, direct and 
limit the flow of life. But when they get the 
chance, in the country, or where there are large 
gardens, woods or bits of waste land, what are 
children doing? Enclosing space, making caves, 
tents, dens, from old bricks, bits of wood and 
corrugated iron. Finding some corner which 
the adult world has passed over and making it 
their own. But how can children find this kind 
of private world in towns, where, as Agnete 
Vestereg of the Copenhagen Junk Playground 
writes, "[ejvery bit of land is put to industrial 
or commercial use, where every patch of grass 
is protected or enclosed, where streams and 
hollows are filled in, cultivated and built on?"

In case it isn’t obvious, why do we claim 
the adventure playground movement as an 
experiment in anarchy? Well, let us repeat yet 
again, Kropotkin’s definition of an anarchist 
society as one which 

seeks the most complete development of 
individuality combined with the highest 
development of voluntary association in all its 
aspects, in all possible degrees, for all imaginable 
aims; ever changing, ever modified associations 
which carry in themselves the elements of their 
durability and constantly assume new forms 
which answer best to the multiple aspirations 
of all. A society to which pre'established forms, 
crystallised by law, are repugnant: which looks 
for harmony in an ever-changing and fugitive 
equilibrium between a multitude of varied 
forces and influences of every kind, following 
their own course. .. 

Every one of these phrases is recognisably a 
description of the microcosmic society of the 
successftil adventure playground, and it leads 
us to speculate on the wider applications of the 
idea which is in essence the old revolutionary 
notion of “free access to the means of 
production,” in this instance to the means of 
every kind of creative and recreative activity.... 
The adventure play ground is a free society in 
miniature, with the same tensions and ever- 
changing harmonies, the same diversity and 
spontaneity, the same unforced growth of co¬ 
operation and release of individual qualities and 
communal sense, which lie dormant in a society 
devoted to competition and acquisitiveness. ^

PEACE, LOVE & PETROL BOMBS IS 
his first novel, and if we do say so ourselves, its 
a great book! It follows the exploits of Wayne 
Eoster, a fed-up full-time bugger-flipper at a 
Scottish fast-food restaurant. As Wayne and 
his co-workers decide to stand up for themselves 
and stop taking shit from the bosses at work, the 
anti-globalization movement rages on in Europe 
and the United States, and all hell starts to break 
loose. 

Johnston's book is rife with dry humor, and 
poignant in itsportrayl of the modern condition 
of the young working-class. Check it out, we 
think you're gonna love it as much as we do! 


WHENEVER you question how something 
came to be the way it is, and especially if you 
try to change it, someone will tell you, ‘The 
world is just that way’ But the world is not Just 
That Way; there are reasons why things are the 
way they are. Take Benny’s Burgers. At Benny’s 
Burgers there is a procedure for everything I 
mean everything. There is a procedure for how 
you wash your hands; there is a procedure for 
how you fill a mop bucket; there is a procedure 
stipulating which side of your shirt you wear 
your name badge on and how you should tie 
your apron. There are prohibitions on certain 
colours of socks and regulations on how high a 
stack of boxes can be- -boxes of fries should be 
piled five high; boxes of fruit pies should only 
be piled three high. You’re allowed to cook 
nine hamburgers in a batch but no more than 
six chicken burgers. Why? Because that’s the 
procedure. Why? Because it’s just that way. 

Wrong. Benny’s Burgers is not Just That 
Way, there are reasons why a small chain of 
Italian Ristorantes became a multinational 
burger conglomerate. Benny’s began life in the 
Bronx borough of New York City. Tn those days 
it was Benito’s, a family place where the pizzas 
were cooked in a stone oven, the Carbonara 
was recommended and the seafood was 
surprisingly good. Sonny Alligarta ate there 
in 1958 (he had the spaghetti marinara) and 
he liked everything about it- -the teenage girls 
who served him from a numbered menu; the 
way the sauces were precooked and the pasta 
was already on the boil he liked Benito’s so 
much, he bought it. 

Sonny dreamed of expanding Benito’s across 
the continent, envisaging a time when basil and 
red wine would be indispensable to the diet of 
every American. But in 1963 a snapped fan belt 
left him stranded and hungry in Codicioso, As 
far as Sonny could figure, Codicioso only had 
one eatery The burger he bought cost fifteen 
cents and was ready made when he ordered. 
Served on a toasted bun, with a slice of cheese 
from a packet, it tasted like it had been sitting 
in a hot cabinet since before the Civil War. 
They were serving this shit and people were 
queuing up to buy it- -the future, he decided, 
was burgers. 

Sonny didn’t mean to disrespect his 
Italian heritage but, Benito’s? It was a bit... 
un-American. So he changed the name to 
Benny’s. He replaced the chefs and waiters 
with children, college students, single mothers 
and first generation immigrants. He bought 
the cheapest ingredients and for two years 
he undercut every greasy spoon in New 


m 


York. Soon you could get a Benny’s Burger in 
Chicago, Sydney, Shanghai, Islamabad -even 
Dundule- -and with his fortune. Sonny found 
celebrity, hike McDonald’s chief Ray Kroc, 
he was moved to publish his autobiography, 
but while Kroc’s legacy is illustrated in poetic 
quotes that capture the Zeitgeist of post-war 
America, Alligarta’s statements have proved 
more controversial. Where, ‘We sold them a 
dream and paid them as little as possible,’ is 
attributed to Kroc discussing McDonald’s staff 
Alligarta is reported to have said of Benny’s 
employees, ‘We dropped on them from a 
height, screwed and exploited them, pillaged 
and shafted for profit.’ Kroc’s autobiography 
is filled with insights such as, ‘It was not her 
sex appeal but the obvious relish with which 
she devoured the hamburger that made my 
pulse begin to hammer with excitement,’ while 
Alligarta’s memoirs bluntly recollect, ‘The 
ketchup dribbled on her considerable cleavage 
and it really gave me the horn,’ 

And yet, by 1998, Benny’s employed over 
a million people in over a hundred countries 
and annually spent over two billion dollars 
beaming Big Benny’s twisted world-view 
into toddlers’ underdeveloped minds. 'When 
we say something is Just that way, what we’re 
really saying is that we don’t know, or can’t be 
bothered to explain, why it is the way it is. To 
try and understand McDonaldization (and 
Benny’s hated the term, preferring to describe 
McDonald’s as ‘Bennyized’) we’d need to 
consider the logic of capitalist production, 
investors’ demands for profit, and the resultant 
urge to maximise the extraction of surplus 
value from labour. We’d also need to consider 
the genealogies of Fordism and centralised 
scientific management, how the Fordist 
method of production was implemented to 
break the power of the organised working 
class, how the State turned machine guns on 
the unemployed during the 1932 Ford Hunger 
March, and so on. 

Dundule, July 15TH, 1998; These are not 
the sort of events that corporate historiography 
records. Every year, Benny’s marks the 
anniversary of Alligarta’s investment by sending 
each restaurant a frozen cake. Senior managers 
make morale-boosting visits to the shop floor 
and in the evening they organise team quizzes 
where all the questions are about the optimum 
temperature for cooking fish burgers or how 
high boxes of fries may be piled. For Kieran 
Flunter, Second Asistant Manager, Founders 
Day was better than Christmas.

The day I met Spocky was one of those rare 
hot days, when people play radios outdoors, 
when men wear shorts. On the way to work 
I saw families in gardens, washing cars, trying 
to clean the mud out of the paddling pool. 
There were kids on bikes, ice poles melting 
in their fists, as their big sisters lazed in bikini 
tops, wearing beach towels like sarongs. But 
at Benny’s, Kieran Hunter, Second Assistant 
Manager, was standing by the door, sweating 
in the late-morning heat, pondering his 
wristwatch and stroking his tie. Benny’s 
divided their staff into those they trusted to tie 
a neat "Windsor and those who would forever 
need to wear a company issued clip-on strip 
of polyester; whatever ignominies the rest of 
life might inflict on him. Kieran would always 
belong to that stratum of the corporation 
trusted to wear their own ties. 'PACE, yeah?’ 
he said as I opened the door. ‘Punctuality 
Attitude. Customer focus. Enthusiasm. Yeah?’ 
The store was quiet and the tables were damp 
from the Diner hostess’s cloth. 'You are...Seven 
minutes late, yeah?’ 

'Am I?’ 

'Yes,' he said, exhibiting his watch. 'And, Eve 
checked your file. This is your third late arrival 
and you know what that means, yeah?’ 

'I get to keep your watch?’ 

' It means a formal written warning.’ He wore 
a new cap with a high dome that made him 
look like an extraterrestrial cone head. Above 
his mouth, his freckly face was decorated with 
a light ginger down- -a few wispy centipede’s 
legs- -the only evidence of his ongoing 
attempts to produce a moustache (facial hair 
was banned at Benny’s but they permitted 
groomed moustaches). ‘Well, what you waiting 
for? You’re now eight minutes late. Yeah?’ He 
took a heavy set of keys from his pocket and 
lobbed them in his right hand. 

The staff room was a small square box with 
thirty lockers and a table for two, an ironing 
board (someone had stolen the iron), a broken 
video player and a television that was trapped 
on BBC One. The floor was strewn with 
plastic cups, polystyrene foams and cardboard 
fry cartons, and the room had a strange smell, 
as if a diseased animal had died in one of the 
lockers. There was only one other guy in the 
room, I didn’t recognise him, and he didn’t 
acknowledge me. He appeared to be reading a 
book. 'Is the T'V knackered again?’ 

' I don’t know’ he said. Ele wore a black trench 
coat, dark jeans and heavy boots. His dark hair 
fell in floppy curls and he wore rectangular 
spectacles with a thin black frame. 


‘What you reading?’ 

‘It’s just a novel.’ 

‘Eet’s see,’ I said, grabbing it from him. 'The 
Dispossessed.' I read, making it sound stupid. 
There was a picture of a planet on the front. 
'What’s this. Star Trek or something?’ 

‘No, it’s about this alternative civilisation, 
these people set up a utopian society on the 
moon of ’ 

‘Sounds shite mate,’ I said, throwing my 
jacket in an empty locker. 

He reached for his book, thumbed to his 
page and scratched his neck. That was when 
Raj crashed the door against the lockers, 
'Wayne motherfucker!’ He made to punch fists 
but I messed up the timing and his knuckles 
landed in my open palm. ‘Alright?’ he said as 
we clasped hands. ‘What sort of time is this? 
Eisten man, we’re gonnae be busy as fuck the 
day so I’m gonnae need you tae work your ass 
off aye?’ 

I tugged my cap on and saluted. 'No bothers 
chief’ 

Raj’s real name was Rajiv, or Rajesh, or 
Rajani -something like that. We called him 
Raj because it was easier. Raj wasn’t allowed 
his own tie but he did get to wear trousers with 
pockets (a licence denied to regular staff). 
He was alright, Raj alright for a Paki. That’s 
probably what they’ll put on his gravestone: 
Here lies Rajesh (or what ever his name was). 
He was alright for a Paki. Although he had 
contended with it all his life, at times you could 
see that Raj still struggled to accept the local 
understanding of geography, which maintained 
that Pakistan was a massive country, starting 
near Bucharest and stretching across Turkey, 
North Africa, much of the former Soviet Union, 
the Middle East, the Indian Subcontinent and 
Sri Eanka. ‘Ploy, who the fuck are you?’ 

The new guy looked up from his book, 'Em 
Owen. I just started today’ 

‘Well shit, get your uniform on man!’ 

‘They never gave me one.’ 

‘Machod, were you gonnae sit there till one 
grew on you?’ 

‘Nope, Em off at five.’ 

‘Oh Wayne, we’ve got a smart one here. 
"What you reading?’ 

‘Star Trek or something,’ I said. 

The new guy showed Raj the cover, ‘No, it’s 
about these people go to live on the moon and- - 
’ He bent over the table with a phlegmy cough. 

‘Can you speak Klingon?’ 

‘Captain Spock, eh?’ 

The new guy sighed. 

‘I’ll get you a uniform. Ell send it to you 


in the transporter beam.’ You could hear Raj 
laughing as the door swung closed. 

‘He’s awright for a Paki, eh?’ said Gordon, 
crashing his grill spatula into its metal tray.

Gordon had started at Benny’s two months 
after me but we’d known each other since school.

‘If you’d ever been on 
the ABC shift supervisors course then you’d 
know about PROSE Plan, Review, Organise, 
Supervise, Encourage. There’s the plan, yeah? 
Here’s me reviewing it, Hmmm. And here’s me 
organising, Eucy, you’re on tills today Okay?’

Burn Collector caught on because of its unusual 
content—in a scene rife with dogmatic political 
diatribes and bland record reviews, Burian 
presented his readers with humorous anecdotes, 
philosophical musings, nuanced descriptions of 
odd locales and curious characters, taken mostly 
from outside of the punk milieu. The writing in 
Burn Collector blueprinted a post-punk persona 
that was smart, strange, political but not correct, 
attached to subculture, but striving also for a 
connection to the world at large.
